For six Thursdays beginning October 19 and terminating March 
15, 1979, students at Concordia may enroll in the program through two 
courses entitled "Dance Remembered - Part I" and "Dance Now". All 
sessions are conducted in the Piano Nobile at Place des Arts by its Di- 


rector of Animation, Mr. Henri Barras. 


"Dance Remembered" is intended to develop a more intimate 
understanding of dance as it evolved from the court dances of Louis XIV 
up until the Ballets Russes in the early twentieth century. Dance per- 
formances, illustrating the technique and style born out of the social 
and cultural events of these periods will be followed by informal semi- 


nars. 


"Dance Now", on the other hand, is designed to develop an under- 
standing of present-day choreography and an awareness of current develop- 
ments in dance as performed by Quebec artists. Recent choreographies in 
classical, folk, jazz and modern dance will be performed followed by 


informal seminars. 


"Dance Remembered" will be offered October 19, November 30, 
January 25, and March 8; "Dance Now", October 26, December 7, February 1, 


and March 15. The time is noon to 2 p.m. 


The arrangement with Place des Arts was made possible through 
the university's Centre for Continuing Education, which is offering the 
courses on a non-credit basis.
